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Neighbors object to 
proposed duplex

Neighbors of a duplex slated for 
Silverhurst Avenue off Lake Street 
raised numerous questions and 
voiced objections to the proposal at 
Thursday's public hearing. The 
hearing was-held by the 
Wilmington Housing Partnership. 

Dick Stuart of Northeast 
Development Corporation and 
Linn Anderson of Presidential 
Development Corporation were 
present to explain the joint 
affordable housing project. They 
said they would build a garrison 
style duplex on the 21,813 square 
foot lot. One of the units would be 
moderately affordable and one 
would be very affordable. The 
units would contain three bed- 
rooms, a living room, kitchen, 
dining room, and one and a half 
baths and the sales price would not 
exceed $89,000, according to 
Anderson. 

In order to make both units count 
toward Wilmington's 10 percent 
goal of affordable housing stock, 
Anderson said they would go 
through the Local Initiative 
Program. Under this program, 25 
percent of the units would be 
restricted in” price; deed 
restrictions would be required; 
both the WHP and the toard:of 


selectmen would have to endorse 
the project; and the Executive 
Office of Communities and 
Development would provide 
technical assistance. In addition, 
the developers would be seeking a 
comprehensive permit from the 
board of appeals because duplexes 
aren't allowed to be built in 
Wilmington according to town 
bylaws. 

While the neighbors in attendance 
seemed to have no objection to 
affordable housing close by, they 
did object to the project for safety, 
and aesthetic reasons. They 
claimed with the house to be built 
so close to the road, the area would 
be even more congested. 

"It's very congested as it is right 
now," said Janet Brewer, who 
added the current layout puts the 
home 30 feet from her foundation. 

Stuart explained, because of the 
need to have accessibility to water 
and sewer and to give the new 
homeowners some backyard, the 
decision was made to move the 
home near the street. After 
prolonged discussion, Stuart 
agreed to come back to the board 
May 9 with a possible redesign of 
the plan. 


Muriel Lynch of Dexter Street , 


complained the larger home will 


"stick out like a sore thumb" amid 
the smaller homes in the 
neighborhood. 

"A two family home doesn't 
belong in that neighborhood," 
added Mitch Dembowski. 

Lynch said the access roads were 
too narrow. Caroline Brown 
agreed, saying she felt increased 
traffic could pose safety problems 
for local youngsters. 

"If it is inevitable, give some 
consideration to the neighbors," 
asked Dembowski. 

When Larry Brewer asked if the 
developers can do anything they 
want under a comprehensive 
permit, WHP Chairman Bruce 
MacDonald said, “absolutely not. 

“The board of appeals is not 
God," he added, leading WHP 
member" Michael Stotts to cause an 
outburst of laughter with his loud 
comment, "No way, and don't you 
forget it,” The Rev. Stotts is 
minister of the United Methodist 
Church in Wilmington, 

Stuart said he would seek a 
comprehensive permit toward the 
end of May if the project is okayed 
by the partnership. Neighbors 
were told they could give input 
during. the permit. process.as_will 
the safety officer and town boards.

A teacher at the Shawsheen 
Elementary School successfully 
challenged the Wilmington School 
Committee Wednesday after mem- 
bers learned there was a position 
open for her until the end of the 
school year. In addition, the board 
learned they had no grounds to 
terminate Christine Kelley because 
she was hired as a permanent 
teacher with a one year contract 
rather than a permanent substitute. 
According to Dr. Shirley Callan, 
committee chairman, the school 
board can dismiss a substitute when 
the regular teacher returns to 
work. Kelley had been substituting 
for Mrs. Mercurio who, reported- 
ly, returned to her class in 
December. 
The board had voted to terminate 


Kelley in March because of fiscal 
reasons and the fact that there was 
no other class for her to teach at 
that time. That changed about four 
weeks ago when Kelley took over 
Mrs. Flaherty's class. Mrs. 
Flaherty, who is expecting twins, 
may be out for the remainder of 
the school year. 

Kelley and her husband Timothy, 
an attorney, asked for a hearing on 
the dismissal. That hearing was 
held Wednesday, with Town 
Counsel Alan Altman representing 
the committee. 

Timothy Kelley challenged the 
March 13 vote of the board saying 
his wife was hired as a permanent 
teacher and now will be teaching 
for the rest of the year. 

"It really doesn't make any sense 
to take Chris out," he said,

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Wilmington Planning Board delays 
vote on rescinding cubation,

A decision on whether or not to 
rescind approval of the Waterford 
Estates subdivision off Woburn 
Street was delayed until June 4 
when a full planning board is 
expected to be present. At Tues- 
day's board meeting, the three 
members in attendance decided 
unanimously to continue the hear- 
ing following arguments against 
the rescision by lawyers for 
Woburn National Bank and former 
property owners as well as by 
Steve Lawrenson who developed 
six of the 15 lots in the subdivision 
before developing financial prob- 
lems. 

The subdivision is currently 
facing foreclosure proceedings. 
Attorney Joe Breen told planners 
the Woburn National Bank holds 
the first mortgage on the 
remaining nine lots and Elizabeth 
and Walter McNeil, who are the 
former owners, hold the second 
mortgage. He said earlier fore- 
closure proceedings were stopped 
when Lawrenson filed for an 
automatic stay. However, added 
Breen, he now holds a court order 
to proceed with the foreclosure 
sale, which could take approxi- 


mately five to six months, 

Breen urged the board to give the 
bank a chance to follow through 
with the sale and not revoke their 


approval. 

“Without a subdivision my hands 
are tied. This property will go 
down the drain,” he said. 

Lawrenson argued that the 
subdivision road and other work 
would be completed faster by 
allowing the process to continue. 
He added he was not standing in the 
way of the sale. 

Lawyer Harold Steiner, who 
represents the McNeils, said his 
clients hope to either buy out the 
bank or be an active bidder in the 
sale, He pleaded for more time and 
achance "to market the subdivision 
as a subdivision." 

Planners tried to get a commit- 
ment from Breen and his bank to 
bring in a developer to finish 
outstanding work. Breen explained 
that legally the bank's hands are 
tied since the bank has to comply 
with the rules of the bankruptcy 
court. He said the only way around 
the automatic stay is to get the 
approval of all parties involved, 
including tenants and creditors. 
This hasn't occurred because the 


court hasn't released the property, 
Breen added. 

Current homeowners were 
present to urge quicker action on 
the road work. The most outspoken 
was John DeMarco, who claimed 
the unpaved road was deteriorating 
"very fast" and stopping him from 
finishing work on his own 
driveway. 

"I'm worried. I need to know 
what's going to happen. The longer 
we wait we're losing everything,” 
DeMarco said. He asked for some 
guarantee that the road would be, 
paved before the other nine lots are 
sold and 

Planning Director Lynn Duncan 
said town counsel recommends 
rescinding subdivision approval so 
that another developer can 
complete the work. She pointed out 
until that's done and a bond is 
posted the board has little control 
over the completion of the project. 
Breen said the bank would be 
willing to put something in writing 
saying the lots will be sold subject 
to completion of the subdivision. 
The lawyers and Lawrenson all 
noted the subdivision wouldn't be 
marketable without a paved road.

Tighe urges planners 
to reverse rezoning vote

A request to reconsider a 
negative recommendation on a 
town meeting rezoning article was 
taken under advisement by the 
Wilmington Planning Board 
Tuesday night. 

Developer Jay Tighe and Main 
Street homeowners Sam LaFollette 
and Steve MacInnis asked the board 
to change their minds on an article 
to rezone 41 acres of land by Old 
Main Street from R20 and R60 to 
general industrial. Both the 
planning board and the finance 
committee had a chancé 10 approve 
or disapprove proposed articles 
following a joint public hearing 
last month. 

Chairman Dave Clark told the 
men his board felt the G.I. Zone is 
too broad and doesn't give planners 


cnough control over the types of 
facilities that could be built there. 
Such a zone would allow ware- 
houses, storage facilities, heavy 
vehicular dealerships, light manu- 
facturing, and general manufac- 
turing like a laundry or breeding 
lab. Tighe said he would be willing 
would be to allow industry to come 
in and hook up to the town sewer. 

Clark noted that further industry 
could aggravate rather than 
alleviate the traffic situation. Plan- 
ner Bill Hooper said one of his 
main concerns would be aesthetics 
and how drivers would view 
Wilmington if they drove into an 
all industrial zone from Woburn. 
Tighe and MacInnis noted new 
industrial buildings would improve 
the vicinity.

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Ozone and the 
Twilight Zone

Two environmental issues in the 
news recently might be classified as 
ozone and the twilight zone. First, 
we have scientists worrying about 
depletion of the earth's ozone 
fayer; then We have a governor.and 
legislature putting the MWRA 
sludge landfill site in the twilight 
zone. The effects of one are subtle 
and long term; the effects of the 
other are blatant and immediate. 

Before we enter the twilight 
zone, let's look at the ozone layer 
and its importance to all of us. 
Ozone is basically a form of 
oxygen concentrated in the earth's 
atmosphere extending from 10 
miles to 30 miles above the ground. 
This ozone layer blocks out the 
sun's harmful ultraviolet B 
radiation; it is our protective 
Sunscreen. 

NASA scientists reported 
recently that the ozone layer is 
breaking down twice as fast as 
previously thought. The depletion 
is caused by manmade chemicals 
such as chlorofluorocarbons 
(CFCs), commony called Freon. 
Auto air conditioners account for 
20 percent of our release of CFCs. 
When released into. the atmos- 
phere, they slowly drift upward. 
Years later when they reach the 
ozone layer, they react with and 
destroy the ozone. As a result, 
more of the sun's ultraviolet 
radiation will reach the earth's 
surface increasing the incidence of 
skin cancer. There are indications 
that crop yields may also be 
adversely affected. 

In 1989, an international treaty 
~ called for a 50 percent cut in the 
usage of CFC by 1999. Chemical 
companies are working to develop 
less damaging substitutes for CFC. 
The EPA, however, believes the 
recent data requires the phase out 


of ozone depleting chemicals to 
proceed more quickly. : 
The unity of purpose and 
technical competence that brought 
victory in athe Persian-Gulf has not 
been directed against the ozone 
problem. In the Gulf, our enemy 
was Clearly defined. With environ- 
mental problems, however, the 
enemy is vague. Is it us? Industry? 
Until we focus on the target, don't 
expect a quick victory in the battle 
to protect the ozone layer. 
Meanwhile, back on Planet Earth, 
the politicians are playing political 
football over the siting of a grit 
landfill in Walpole, This. time, 


however, a federal judge is . 


involved. Does anyone doubt who 
will win? 

The judge has banned sewer 
connections to the MWRA sewer- 
age systgem until the state turns 
over the property for the landfill to 
the MWRA. This ban affects 43 
communities including Wilm- 
ington. The housing units at 
Shawsheen Estates cannot be 
occupied until the ban is lifted. 
Residential and commercial 
development in other towns will 
also be halted. The economic and 
personal hardships will continue 
until state government faces 
reality. Anyone who thinks politics 
and pollution are not shamelessly 
connected has spent too much time 
in Disneyland. 

The siting of the landfill has been 
under study since 1987. Based.on 
environmental, technical and 
economical analysis, Walpole was 
selected as the most favorable site. 
Further study is not needed. What 
is needed is legislative action 
before the economic ramifications 
of the judge's ban further 
aggravate the state's worsening 
economy.

According to Carciofi, Ahern then jumped on top of his own 
car, screaming expletives at Carciofi in a frenzied defense. 

Ahern, in disagreement, charges that Carciofi attacked him 
physically. 

Any "fights" on election day don't really matter at this point; 
and it's hard to remember an election day around here when 
there weren't some arguments. Tensions run high when 
you're down to the wire, 

What is intriguing about Tewksbury's election is the over- 
whelming extent of the anti-incumbency. It was not a "left- 
over" from_the-November-election but instead “a purely” 
parochial issue. 

People in Tewksbury dumped four incumbents because 
they've lost faith in the local political establishment. 

Guys like George Donovan were simply in the wrong place 
at the wrong time. The only thing Donovan did wrong at the 
planning board was come up for re-election in 1991 in the 
middle of the purge. 

As for School Committeeman Charlie LaBella, he was not 
the incumbert who deserved to lose. 

The top vote getter for the education board, Kevin 
Anderson, deserved to win, even if it had to be at Charlie 
LaBella's expense. Anderson has his own’ brand of 
‘like atypical politictan but instead is just a genuine “nice- 
candidate. 

Anderson will be a major asset to the Tewksbury School 
Committee and in the years to come an important player in 
area politics. 


Briefly in politics. . . 

This Saturday will mark the end of an impressive election 
career for Wilmington Town Clerk Priscilla Ward. 
The town's election chief will be retiring at years end, and 
barring any special elections in the interim, this weekend will 
be Ward's last vote count as clerk. 

Ward's first election duties came in May of 1977 serving as, 
assistant to Esther Russell when there was a special election 

-to fill the vacant senate seat left by Senator Ron McKenzie. 
Shortly thereafter, another special election was called upon the 
death of Rep. Fred F. Cain. ; 

Ward's first election as town clerk was in the spring of 1978, 
The winners for selectmen were Aldo Caira and Rocco 
DePasquale, and Bob Cain, who filled a vacant seat created 
by Jim Miceli's move to the House of Representatives, The 
school committee welcomed new members Paul Washburn 
and Jay Tighe. George Hooper was elected to the housing 
authority, and John Callan became town moderator. 

Mrs. Ward's first election was a heart thumper. One clerk 
had failed to clear an adding machine resulting in an error in 
the totals, After the winners were declared, Mrs, Ward had to 
announce a correction. It was an education — since then she 
has been noted for diligence in recounting the votes before 
announcing the winners. 

A few names have changed since Ward first started counting 
the votes in town but the game is pretty much the same. 

Priscilla Ward's wish for her last hurrah at the polls is a 
simple one, and sincere. "I hope it's going to be a nice, happy 
candidate's election," said the town clerk. 

Should Bob Cain be the victor Saturday it will mark his 
fourteenth year on the board, making him second only to 
Wavy Drew in length of service. Drew served from 1946 to 
1971, and as a selectman became a political institution in 
Wilmington. 

There was an attack leaflet distributed at the April 9 League 
of Women Voters Debate at the Shawsheen Elementary 
School. The flyer was a direct hit at Housing Authority 
Executive Director Ella Belmore and urged voters to 
support candidate for the board Dot Butler, who is 
challenging Belmore supporter Joan Sadowski. 

Perhaps not surprising, the brochure may have been the 
work of housing authority Chairman Mike Donovan, 
Butler's political mentor. The material was distributed to 
people by Donovan's mother and sister as the public entered 
the Shawsheen §chool for the debate, 

If elections are won on hard work School Committee 
Candidate Brad Jackson should do well on Saturday. The 
former board member, seeking a come back this year, has 
been working the neighborhoods and become a fixture at 
Wilmington Plaza. Jackson has coupled campaigning with

The guide suggests builders 
follow a process which includes a 
pre-application meeting with the 
planning director, an introductory 
meeting with WHP, notification to 
abuttors, submittal of preliminary 
plans, a neighborhood meeting, a 
departmental review, and presenta- 
tions to town boards. Before 
developers file for a Compre- 
hensive Permit, members of the 
Partnershp shall vote on the 
proposal. Upon approval, the 
proponent will apply for 
Massachusetts Housing Finance 
Agency (MHFA) site approval or 
Local Initiative approval, when 
applicable. 

According to the guidelines, 
WHP members are given the task 
of reviewing a project's density, 
affordability, housing composi- 
tion, design criteria, pro-forma 
criteria, willingness of the 
development téam to work with the 
town, and the proponents’ market- 
ing plan.

number under the old Home

A common problem facing home 
vegetable gardens each spring is 
soil borne, root chewing insects. 

What makes the root chewers so 
difficult to contend with is that 
their presence is pretty much un- 
known until we see the evidence of 
their existence later in the season, 
Many of us have plucked a fat red 
radish from the garden in June, 
only to see tiny white grubs 
burrowing into the root. All of the 
root crops, the cabbage family, and 
peas are fair game to these pesky 
and destructive critters, 

The three most common below 
the surface insects which prey on 
plant roots are wireworms, mag- 
gots and nematodes, Wireworms 
are about an inch long, orange in 
color, with segmented bodies. You 
will see them at this time of year 
when you turn over a spadeful of 
garden soil. Maggots are the larval 
stage of certain flies which have 
over wintered in the garden, and 
will exit as flies in early June. 
Meanwhile, in May and into June 
they can do a number on your 
radishes, baby carrots, beets, tur- 
nips and parsnips. Root nematodes 
are tiny (1/2") hair like worms 
which will eventually find your 
peas if you plant this vegetable in 
the same location for more than 
two consecutive years. 

So, now that we know what the 
invisible enemies are, what can we 
do about them? I can suggest three 
things: 

1. Rotate your crops each year. 
The root chewers (and some plant 


From Wilmington to 
Great Bay — on foot 


At 5:30 a.m. on Monday, long 
before the BAA Marathon Started in 
Hopkinton, another Patridt's 
tradition was underway in Wil- 
mington.

What really surprised Hugh was 
that the next day, he felt almost no 
ill effects from his long walk, other 
than some soreness on his big toes.

Students at Tech build one house 
a year as a training project. The 
savings is on labor, but the cost is 
in time, since the project is a lean- 
ing experience. There is no com- 
promise on quality, since students 
are being taught to do the job 
properly and are checked daily. 

Last year's winners were Robert 
and Jean Perot, who had a house 
built in Billerica. The year before, 
though, the house was built in 
Wilmington and was turned over to 
the Wilmington Housing Autho- 
rity as low-to-moderate-income 
housing.

disease spores) tend to build up 
their populations quickly when 
your vegetables are found in the 
same place year after year. 

2. If you have no philosophical 
problems with using chemical 
agents, apply Diazinon following 
directions to the letter, to the soil 
surface, then wet it in with a 
sprinkler. I have used Diazinon 
rarely, when I've observed un- 
usually heavy numbers of ma; 
Some years you see tons of 
maggots, other years they are 
nearly non-existant. In my expe- 
rience this chemical does nothing 
to harm earthworms. Earthworms 
are smart; they simply burrow 
down into the subsoil when 
Diazinon is applied, well out of 
harm's way. They return to the top 
six inches of garden soil in three or 
four weeks, to continue their 
aeration and fertilizing functions. 

3. Interplant marigolds in the 
garden. Because marigold roots 
exude a gaseous sulpher com- 
pound, vegetable plants located 
within two or three feet of the 
marigolds will be protected from 
the predations of, especially, nema- 
todes and secondly wireworms and 
maggots. 

A reminder: If you've had 
problems growing decent sized 
carrots, it is probably because your 
soil is not loose down to 18 inches, 
Carrots send a long tap root into 
the subsoil and if that taproot 
encounters shale or very hard 
packed soil, the carrots will not 
develop properly. Where you will 
plant your carrots (and parsnips) 
double dig the soil down to a foot 
and a half. You will be pleased and 
surprised with the results, come 
harvest time. 

I received a note from E.S. of 
Wilmington this week, and will 
quote from his letter as follows, 
"...we've purchased two beautiful 
three foot rhododendrons for a 
foundation planting in front of our 
new ranch. Can you offer a tip or 
two as to how best to set in these 
plants? By the way, they are balled 
and burlaped, with about a 14 inch 
root ball. Thanks for any help you 
can give us!" 


. Backyard gardening 


Rhododendrons, assuming they 
are healthy, well grown plants, are 
tough and usually come through 
the planting process quite nicely. 
All you need is a spade shovel and a 
bag each of peat moss and coni- 
posted cow manure. Both of these 
additives are available in good 
quantity now, at all area garden 
centers. Since your plants have a 
14" wide root ball, your planting 
holes should be about 26" in 
diameter, so that, when the rhody 
is set in, there will be six inches of 
space all around the ball. The hole 
should be about 18 inches deep, 
such that, when the site is filled, the 
plant will have all of its root system 
below the soil surface. You may 
need to add to the bottom of the 
hole four or five inches of a mix- 
ture of peat moss, old leaves and a 
sprinkling of cow manure to’, 
elevate the plant to the proper le- 
vel. This cushion below your plants 
will provide a spongy reservoir for 
moisture retention, which will 
become increasingly important as 
the heat of summer sets in. 

After your plant is set into its new 
home, untie the burlap, gently, and 
cut or pull away most of this 
wrapping material. You will read 
that you can leave the entire birlap 
wrapping right where it is, since in 
a few months it will rot away and 
will not impede new root forma- 
tion. This is probably correct, yet I 
prefer to take away a good part, or 
all of the burlap at planting time, in 
order to make it just as easy as 
possible for the plant to quickly 
produce its new roots. Using a 
rough mixture of 1/2 of the 
original soil, and 1/4 each of peat 
moss and cow manure, fill in your 
hole to half full. Then pour in a 
bucket of water and allow it to 
disappear into the root ball and 
surrounding mix. Fill the hole the 
rest of the way, tamp the soil down 
to remove air pockets and bring the 
soil and peat mix back to surface 
level. As a final touch, spread three 
inches of peat moss all around the 
plants. This will insulate the soil 
and help to retain moisture, and 
keep down weeds. Your new plants 
should do just fine.

The grand and glorious walleye 


by Bill Conlon 

There is a grand and glorious fish 
that might, just might, be making a 
serious advance in the Merrimack 
River, Let's hope they do. 

That fish is the walleye. Please do 
not make the common mistake of 
calling them "walleyed pike” since 
they aren't related at all to the esox 
family, which includes pickerel, 
pike and muskellunge. Walleye are 
closely related to. perch, and they 
look like enlarged versions of their 
smaller cousins. Their color most 
commonly runs toward olive drab. 

Their name comes from the odd 
color of their eyes, which are pale 
white. They're also called "“moon- 
eyes," and they operate best in the 
dark, or in deep, dim waters. 

Walleye, according to the rumors 
I've heard, are appearing now and 
then on the Merrimack. Two years 
ago, one was taken during a fishing 
derby on the river, and since then 
I've heard of more and more being 
caught. Keep 'em coming! 

A good-sized walleye runs two to 
three pounds, at a length of some 15 
inches or so. Naturally they do get 
bigger, and a five pounder is a fish 
worth talking about, at least in these 
parts. 

You've probably read magazine 
stories about walleye, and how they 
are a hot item in the northern states 
and Canada, and rightly so. Stories 
tell of fishing for pike or muskie all 
day, then switching over to walleye 
to catch a few for a shore lunch. 

Just like the shmoo in Li'l Abner, 
a walleye was intented to be eaten. 
The meat sticks out behind the gill 
plate, as if begging for a fillet knife 
to slide in, Walleye fillets are thick, 
with firm, white meat and the bones 
are no problem if you can handle a 
fillet knife with any skill. Their size 
makes filleting that much easier. 

Unfortunately, walleye are not.a 
well-established fish in this part of 
Massachusetts, Joe Bergen, with the 
Division of Fisheries & Wildlfe, 
said there are some walleye caught 
on the Connecticut River, but few 
on the Merrimack. He was happy to 
hear they may be making progress 
on our local big river. 

On the Connecticut, Joe said, the 
walleye spawn in the rapids below 
the Turners Falls dam. Most of the 
Connecticut River walleye are fur- 
ther upstream, he said, notably in 
New Hampshire, but Massachusetts 
has a fishable population. 

The best time for taking walleye 
on the Connecticut River, he said, is 
now. The high water of late March 
and most of April is prime time for 
spawning walleye. Of course, the 
shad are also in the limelight on that 
river, with an interesting story in 
the current edition of Yankee Mag- 
azine about fishing for shad on the 
Connecticut, complete with recipes. 

Joe said the Merrimack River has 
the same problem as most waters in 
Massachusetts, namely low pH and 
a low zooplankton count. The zoo- 
plankton are needed as food for the 
younger walleye, until they switch 
to the adult diet of minnows. 


Walleye are normally caught by 
fishing deep, using minnow imitat- 
ions. They hit best deep during the 
day, and shallower at night. During 
the spawning season on still water, 
where I caught a few out west, they 
came near the shore at sunset for 
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the spawn. They put up a great fight 
but be careful of their fangs. They 
have two extremely nasty teeth, top 
and bottom, that will drill through 
your finger if you aren't careful. 

New Hampshire, Joe said, plans to 
do some work on walleye stocks in 
the Merrimack, but he wasn't too 
sure if the Granite State is stocking 
the river with walleye. If so, we're 
bound to profit on the downstream 
end. 

Walleye are fun to catch, great to 
eat, and with luck they're making a 
bid to populate the Merrimack.

the clinic's lengthy hours (eight to 
eight weekdays, nine to five 
Saturdays, 11 to five Sundays and 
holidays). holidays can be quite 
hectic, since people needing care 
often find their usual treatment 
center closed. 

A typical day is active enough to 
require the constant attention of the 
staff, After the early morning cat 
bite and before the bronchitis on 
the day Dr. Glenn Dudley, the 
physician on duty described, care 
was administered to another person 
suffering from an infected eye and 
another with swollen glands. The 
brisk pace continued with a follow 
up appointment for someone with 
an ear ache and a person with cold 
symptoms. That's a total of six 
problems, each different, all seen 
before noon. 

A dozen cases, of varying degrees 
of seriousness and requiring 
varying amounts of testing, 
occupied the healthcare providers 
during the afternoon. At 3:00, the 
doctor sutured a lacerated right 
finger, one of the typical injuries 
easily dealt with at the clinic. The 
next hour brought three examples 
of complaints regularly seen: 
cough, sore throat and flu 
symptoms. Just before 6 p.m., a 
potentially more serious problem 
arose with the arrival of a person 
who had abdominal pains for two 
days. The symptoms prompted an 
x-ray, an EKG and lab work. The 
day wound down with three 
patients between 7 and closing 
time: two with ear aches and one 
with a dog bite on the face. 

Dr. Dudley says that the clinic 
generally treats between 15 and 20 
patients a day, an impressive 
number for a facility that's only 
been open since May. The close 
geographic and staff relationship 
with Winchester Hospital, the 

interaction with other area doctors 


and the on-site lab and x-ray 
capabilities make it an ideal place 
to get walk in urgent care - from 
head to toe.

Dear Larz: a 

I have read your editorial in the 
April 3, 1991 Town Crier and 
found it to be interesting and 
informative. However, I would 
like to clarify the misconception 
the "MDC Sewerage Division did 
nothing for the past 20 years” to 
improve the sewer collection 
system and water quality in Boston 
Harbor. The MDC's problem was 
its inability to obtain adequate 
operation and maintenance funding 
during this period, however the 
MDC was able to plan, design and 
in many cases begin construction 
on, capital projects that are just 
now starting to have positive 
impacts on water quality in Boston 
Harbor. More importantly, many 
of these projects were initiated to 
improve collection system capacity 
and treatment plant efficiency. 
These projects ultimately improve 
public health for the ratepayer by 
minimizing sewage overflows and 
ensuring more sewage is received 
at the plant for adequate treatment. 

The Eastern Massachusetts 
Metropolitan Area (EMMA) Study 
completed in—1975,—~is-—the. 
engineering roadmap still being 
adhered to today. This study led to 
design and construction of projects 
during the later 70's and 80's many 
of which have extended 
construction schedules which have 
overlapped MDC,s and MWRA's 
supervision. 

Some of these projects included: 

1, Interceptor Relief and 
Replacement Projects: Mystic 
Valley Relief Sewer, Wellesley 
Interceptor Sewer, New Neponset 
Valley Relief Sewer, etc; total, 
$150,000,000. 

2.Pumping Station Replace- 
ments: Reading Pumping Station 
(Hayes), East Boston Pump Station 
(This station replaced the East 
Boston Steam Pumping Station), 
etc.; total $100,000,000. 

3. Combined Sewer Over- 
flow Facilities: (CSO's): 
(provide preliminary treatment for 
overflow during rainfall events), 


Fox Point, Commercial Point, 
Constitution Beach, etc.; total 
$75,000,000. 

4. Improvements to both Nut 
and Deer Island Treatment 
Plant (immediate and fast track 
projects); total $100,00,000. 

5. Toxic Reduction and 
Control: (One of the first 
programs of its kind in the U.S., 
implemented in 1973, accounted 
for 60 percent Toxic Reduction 
between 1973-1984. 

I have attached a copy of pages 
18-19 of the MWRA's Annual 
Report, which includes project 
time lines for Sewer Division 
Projects. As you can see, most 
projects started before 1984, when 
the MDC was responsible for the 
operation. In addition, some 


projects, such as Deer Island 
Sedimentation Tank and Remote 
Headwork projects were designed 
prior to the date indicated. 
Therefore, a significant portion of 
the work currently managed by the 
MWRA results from the planning 
and engineering efforts of the 
MDC. 

I want to compliment the efforts, 
achievements and especially the 
personnel at the MWRA for 
completing these projects and 
starting others, however, let's 
consider cost. The MDC Sewer 
Division operation and main- 
tenance budget in 1984 was 
$17,000,000. In 1991 MWRA's 
Operations and Maintenance 
budget is $70,000,000. User rates 
passed on to communities such as 
Wilmington have increased 30 
percent per year for the past six 
years. These increases do not 
include construction cost for the 
big ticket items such as Secondary 
Treatment Plant Construction and 
Ancillary Facilities ($2.0 billion), 
Combined Sewer Overflow project 
($1.2 billion) and many other 
non-sewerage related projects. 

Recently, MWRA stated the 
water quality improvement in 
Boston Harbor has been so good 


regular events connected to the 
capping of the Liberty Pole, special 
activities are being planned to raise 
funds for the auditorium project. 
In Colonial America, liberty 
poles were raised as symbols of 
protest against the British. The 
most famous Liberty Tree was a 
large elm at the corner of 
Washington and Essex Streets in 
Boston. The raising of a liberty 
pole was cause for celebration in 
Colonial towns. The celebration 


that Secondary Treatment could be 
deferred until a later date which 
could save ratepayers approxi- 
mately $1.0 billion in construction 
costs of $250 million in annual 
Operating and maintenance cost, If 
this statement sounds familiar it is 
because in 1978, the MDC filed 
for the 301h waiver of the Clean 
Water Act of 1972, a waiver of 
secondary treatment requirements. 
If the waiver had been approved by 
the EPA, the MDC would have 
been allowed to implement its plan 
to upgrade the existing Primary 
Treatment Plant (MWRA's New 
Primary Plant) and utilize and 8 
1/2 mile long out-fall and’ diffuser 
system (MWRA's 9.5 mile long 
out-fall). In addition, the 
Secondary Treatment Plant 
requirement would have been 
differed for five years in order to 
study environmental impact on the 
Harbor and receiving waters at the 
diffuser. It was MDC's intention to 
utilize funds for these projects to 
defray the cost of other critical 
projects such as CSO construction 
which would have had a greater 
impact on water quality in_the 
inner harbor, « - 

It should be recognized by your 
readers, that the accomplishments 
of MWRA are the direct result of 
the MDC Sewer Division's sound 
planning and engineering efforts. 
The MDC Sewer Division showed 
foresight in its planning, engineer- 
ing and construction program 
during the decade prior to the 
MWRA's creation. 

Many decisions made by the 
MDC prior to the creation of the 
MWRA were correct. ‘Un- 
fortunately we have expended 
many resources reaffirming these 
decisions at great expense to the 
ratepayers.

« She has attempted to increase 
her fundraising attempts but notes 
that donations are down 30 per- 
cent. 

LeGarde said that the 
Governor’s proposed one percent 
cut in social services would trans- 
late to 10 percent for her agency. 

CMARC provides a vocational 
training for 190 people with a 
budget of $2 million. McCann 
said that the split is 50 percent 
from state agencies and 50 per- 
cent from generated from the 
CMARC work programs and out- 
side support. The agency does not 
provide residential services. 

“We tried to reduce our 
teliance on the state about two to 
three years ago when we saw this 
coming,” McCann said. 

“We haven’t gotten into the 
United Way because they limit 
our ability to raise money,” 
McCann said. 

(Note: The United Way of 
Massachusetts Bay issued a direc- 
tive, in the past, stating that any 
agency accepting their assistance 
is not to do any fundraising during 
the United Way fundraising peri- 
od. That period is from Sept. 1 to 
Nov.30, which is considered by 
professional fundraisers to be a 
prime period for donations.) 


McCann said that her fundrais- 
ing sources are declining. “We did 
a fundraiser a few weeks ago that 
raised $7,000 last year. This year 
we raised $4,000. We are working 
just as hard but the people aren’t 
coming.” 

She notes that with inflation 
factored into the cuts her agency 
is actually down about 16 percent 
in their funding. 

“Times are pretty tough. We 
are just a vocational program. We 
don’t run any residences and for 
that I’m grateful,” McCann said: 

Both CMARC and EMARC 
receive some funding from the 
local communities that they serve. 

EMARC runs two separate

ing because of Project Triangle (a 
vocational training facility in 
Malden).” 

At $7 million the North Shore 
ARC has the largest budget and 
covers-the largest area of most 
ARCs in the state. It serves 19 
citics and towns on the North 
Shore, including Lynnfield. To do 
this requires 200 full and part time 
employees. Their residences 
house 108 people 175 people 
are part of the vocational training 
program. 

In addition North Shore ARC 
has a recreation program used by 
over 600 people and provides 
respite care (providing interim 
care for a mentally handicapped 
person so that other family mem- 
bers can enjoy time together or 
work out problems) for over 300 
families, 

“We're one of the biggest in 
the state,” McCarthy said. 

Although he has a large num- 
ber of employees, McCarthy said 
that his administrative budget is 
only 9.6 percent of the total bud- 
get. The agency receives 96 per- 
cent of its funds from the state 
with some from the United Way 
of Massachusetts and the rest 
through individual fund raising 
activities, 

However, the United Way will 
be adding to the agencies funding 
woes this year. 

McCarthy said “They’ve 
changed their allocation. Now we 
are going to get 65 percent of 
what we received in previous 
years,” 

He noted that any chance of 
receiving the other 35 percent is 
based on a bidding program. 

“If we get cut that 35 percent, 
we are going to have to cut back 
on services,” McCarthy said. 

“The private fund raising is 
really struggling this year,” he 
added. 

McCarthy also noted that due 
to the bad economy, money that 
has come in through the vocation- 
al programs “has dried up.” 

Previous cuts in funding are 
just starting to trickle down to the 
client services. 

At Greater Lowell, LeGarde 
said that last year she had to lay

off two administrators and one 
residential manager, but so far 
client services have not been 
affected. 

However, she noted that the 
agency is slowly closing out some 
cases and accepting less new 
ones, 


CMARC'’s McCann said that 
management has made cuts in 
staff and those remaining are 
doing double duty. 

“Everybody is doing their own 
typing and cleaning. There is a 
tremendous amount of time not 
spent with the people in the pro- 
grams because of the jobs we 
have to do,” McCann said, 

The next step will be to cut 
client services. At present 
McCann said that 25 people are 
not being funded. She noted that 
her next decision will have to be 
whether or not to cut these people 
from the programs, : 

If they have to be cut, McCann 
said that the possibility exists they 
will be sent to state institutions’ if 
their families can not take them 
back on a full time basis. 

McCann added “One of the 
things that is making life difficult 
is that they (the state) have cut 
back on funding but not on regu- 
lations,” 

She noted that up to 26 differ- 
ent regulatory agencies were 
involved with licensing the agen- 
cy and noted that many of the 
responsibilities were overlapping. 

McCarthy said that at North: 
Shore ARC “We made some cuts; 
last year and major cuts in ser- 
vices at the beginning of this year. 

“Our respite care program was 
cut badly, We lost 10,000 hours of 
service,” he said. 

According to McCarthy, the’ 
agency informed the state that the’ 
residential program will begin to 
shut down in June of this year. 
However, with the announcement} 
of a one percent cut in state fund-' 
ing, that date could be moved 
back to May 20. i 

Ina statement that may sum up | 
the condition of all the ARCs, 
McCarthy said “I don’t know if 
we will be in business two months 
from now.”

When you bite into Indian 
food, you want it to bite back. 

That’s one of the ways you can 
tell a good Indian restaurant 
from an average one: When you 
ask for hot (as in spicy), it 
should be hot! 


‘And that’s the way it is at the 
India Curry House on Route 1 
South in Peabody. 


The first thing I always test in 
an Indian restaurant is the 
samosa. some restau- 
rants will offer a meat samosa, 
in the traditional Indian form, it 
is always a vegetable samosa — 
a pastry stuffed with potatoes, 
peas and a wonderful mix of 
condiments that provides the 
perfect accompanyment for a 
cup of tea, or as an appetiser 
with a beer. Ideally, it should 
bite, and the-crust-should- be 
flaky and dry, not greasy. If a 
samosa is greasy, you may be in 
for a long night, culinarily 
speaking. 

The crust on the samosa at the 
India Curry House was just the 
way it ought to be and there was 
enough bite in the filling to let 
you know you were eating a real 
samosa, without having to look 
for the fire brigade. 


The next thing I always test 
the first time into a new Indian 
restaurant is the chicken curry. 
Is it hot? Do they use fresh 
ground spices? Do they use too 
much ghee (grease)? Did they 
use yogurt (or has the yogurt 
broken down)? And is the sauce 
too thin, or too thick? 


The India Curry House passed 
this test with flying colors. The 
curry sauce had just the right 
consistency and tasted fresh. 
The chicken was tender, not 
over cooked, and no bones were 
included. (This is a personal 
taste. In India most chicken 
curry is made with several parts 
of the chicken, bones included. I 
prefer the chicken to be deboned 
as it is at the India Curry 
House.) 


The raita, a spiced yoghurt 
sauce often containing sliced 
onion and/or cucumber was 
fine, though it was all onion and 
no cucumber.

And the chapatti was large 
and done right. The chapatti is 
the bread staple of India, made 
from unleavened whole wheat 
flour, the dough is rolled 
repeatediy until it is very thin, It 
is then cooked on a domed hot 
plate with no grease until it 
puffs up, settling down into a 
thin layer similar to Syrian 
bread, but only a fraction as 
thick. In most of India, the 
chapatti is used instead of a fork 
to scoop up food and convey it to 
your mouth. 


The India Curry House’s 
vegetable Makhni has a fla- 
vorful underlying buttery taste 
and an adequate bite to it. Mixed 
vegetables are cooked in a 
tomato and butter sauce with 
spices, with the sauce tending to 
be thick rather than watery, 
again the way it shouldbe. 


The piece de resistence, how- 
ever, was the Basmati-rice.-The 
rice was light and properly 
cooked, with each grain sepa- 
rate from the other, 


You can tell rice is badly 
cooked when it lumps together 
like oatmeal. The rice at the In- 
dia Curry House passed my wife 
Mary's rice test, and she’s much 
tougher on rice than1 am. 


For those who prefer to eat 
food that doesn’t pretend the in- 
side of their mouth is made of 
asbestos, all Indian restaurants 
offer mild versions of each dish, 
which is to say most of the 
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takenly carries over to a sense 
of protection for customers. In 
too many Indian restaurants 
when you ask for hot, the waiter 
will translate this in his mind as 
“The.sahib — uninformed 
Westerner — doesn’t really 
want it hot, so we'll make it 
mild.” He thinks he’s protecting 
you, but pah! to that.) 

At the India Curry House you 
get what you ask for, and there’s 
a lot to be said for that. 


While we didn’t try any of the 
Tandoori dishes, the owners of 
the restaurant are from the 
Punjab in northern India, where 
Tandoori food is the specialty. 
The Tandoori style of cooking is 
similar to American barbecue, 
though the food is marinated or 
coated with more exotic spices. 
Tandoori-style cooking includes 
Tandoori (or barbecued) 
chicken and a variety of kabobs. 

Based on the quality of the 
traditional dishes we did try, the 
Tandoori dishes are probably a 
good bet. 


The restaurant is open Mon- 
day through Saturday for lunch 
(11:30 a.m. to 3 p.m.) and Mon- 
day through Sunday for dinner 
(5 to 11 p.m.) and selections are 
moderately priced (most selec- 
tions are under $10). Alcoholic 
beverages, including some In-

family outings. Chase says, "I built 
some small boats to start with and 
it evolved from there." This was a 
job he liked and he realized he 
could turn a quick profit from 
doing something that would bring 
joy to others too. The road less 
traveled began to make a differ- 
ence. Chase says, "I think most 
men dream about building or own- 
ing a boat." His dream surfaced 
several miles inland on the same 
farm where he met Miriam. 
Buoyed by the thought of building 
his 30-foot Friendship sloop, the 
Lynnfield man was impressed by 
the stately stand of white pine and 
white oak on his brother-in-law's 
woodlot. 

Miriam's brother let John cut the 
best pine and oak trees which were 
taken to the Chases' backyard. 
Noah's Arc was built in two years 
as the capable woodworker spent 
all his spare time on his new job. 

What was the toughest chal- 
lenge on the job? Chase says, "The 
keel weighed about six or seven 
tons, I melted lead for the keel in 
an old iron bathtub. That was a real 
project." Noah raised a lot of eye- 
brows and drew many admiring 
glances as she tacked and came 
about in Marblehead's choppy 
water, However, the true test of any 


racing captain is how he handles 
both his boat and success, Chase 
did admirably in both categories 
and won the and friendship 
of sailors whom he often beat. On 
day Chase met an old sailing com- 
Petitor and the fellow said without 
rancor, "Thanks a lot, John, for sell- 
ing your boat." 

Noah's Arc has a new owner. 
Her home port is the Ipswich Yacht 
Club. The 73-year-old boatbuilder 
has a far away look in his green 
eyes and his voice is somber. The 
new owner plans to replace the 
long leaf yellow pine mast with, 
ugh, aluminum. The warmth, beau- 
ty and tradition of wood has been 
shattered. Chase says, "It makes me 
kind of sad." The gentle, steady 
thud of rope on pine has faded and 
become sharp slaps of nylon on 
hollow metal heard in the cabin 
below and across the windswept 
harbor. Unlike some artists who 
refuse to share their knowledge 
with others, this unusual man and 
crafisman has a commendable phi- 

‘losophy. Last Christmas he gave 
The Woburn Council of Social 
Concem a special gift. Chase built 
a 136: lapstrake dory which was 
raffled and the $2,500 given to The 
Woburn Council of Social Concem, 
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a human service agency. 

One day ten years ago Chase 
needed another job and another 
road to follow in retirement. His 
son-in-law sensed this need and 
had the perfect answer - an adver- 
tisement in Yankee Magazine told 
about a competition for wild fowl 
carved from wood. Chase's love 
and fascination with wood was a 
perfect match with his interest in 
birds. The Lynnfield artist says, 
"I'm just fascinated by what they 
(birds) can do. They are very inter- 
esting. 

‘Chase has turned this fascination 
into realistic models of wood, 
metal and paint that are as life-like 
as the birds which come to the 
Chases' bird feeder every day. Not 
every wood carver is an artist, but 
John combines these. talents beauti- 
fully and the results are striking, 
His pride and joy is a full-size 
northern cardinal which will be 
entered in the Ward World 
Championships. The grey haired 
artist says, "I used to dream about 
winning it (the first place ribbon 
and $20,000 prize) but now I do it 
for fun and satisfaction." 

John and Miriam Chase have, 
like the beautiful birds outside their 
window, built their home and 
raised a family. They have shared 
and cared for each other and their

Built in 1741, Faneuil Hall has 
been in continuous use as a meet- 
ing place, market and military 
headquarters. The Old State 
House, dating back to 1712, is 
Boston's oldest public building.
